A Fierce Struggle to Amend 
Varidiis 1 aragraplis But All 
'Aro Voted D ow n-Five Hours 
of Oratory. 


Washington, Fob. 7,—By continuing its 
session practically to 7 o'clock the house 
concludod all preliminary steps to tho 
passage of tho railroad rate bill, ordered 
a roll call on the measure an<i pUt..oft final 
action until to morrow at noon. 


Tho time, for amendment came at 4 
o’clock and for three hours following ono 
amendment after another camo up. wds 
road, debased in some instances, and went 
down to defeat. So fierco was tho strug­ 
gle to amend that often when a para­ 
graph of the bill was conolüded In the 
reading a dozen members -walvefl their 
amendments and shouted for récognition. 
Not; ono of these wero adopted. They con­ 
tained all manner of propositions, such as 
regarding preferential, long and short 
hauls, free passes, court procedure, whole 
freight bills and parts of bills. All went 
"by tho board.” 
» 


Previous to those exciting proceedings 
tho houso had been entertained-for five 
hours by tho oratory of its best speaker^. 
Cochran, of Now York, gavo.his approval 
to tho measure In a spccoh. ..Mann, of 
Illinois, followed. Minority Leader Will­ 
iams expounded tho measure and, congrat­ 
ulated everybody on-Its success. Hepburn 
closed thé ' dûbàto hr rt éomprohonslvo 
speech dealing with tho arguments of its 
opponents and terms of the bill. Through­ 
out, tho session the attendance of mom- 
bors was largo and the galleries wore 
crowded. 


Debate on tho rate, bill In tho houso1 was 
concluded by Williams In behalf of the 
Democrats, and Hepburn, who had tho 
measure In charge. 
* 


Williams summarized, the bill and all 
that had been done by congress and -went 
over the ground'that had been debated 
at length during *tho past ten days, and 
concluded „ with the expression of hopo 
that thé hôuso would stay Iti session, un­ 
til tho beginning of the next session be­ 
fore it would yield to an amendment 
which might be put on in the senate, tho 
offeet of which might bo to Weaken tho 
bill. 


Hepburn began tho concluding speech 
on the bill at' 2:45 o’clock. Ho was np 
plauded on both sides. Ho expressed tho 
ho\K> the bill migh t' lie read/and passed 
to djay. liepburri took up in’, turn points 
mado In opposition to the bill and dis­ 
posed of eàch- in a bHef manner. First ho 
dcprecated the effort to claim political 
crédit. He ,rcvlowod:th'o progress and de­ 
velopment of the roids'duririfer the-past 
twenty years to show the Interstate com 
morcG act of that time had not impeded 
railroad progress. ! Turning his attention 
to tho remarks of Cochran, Vie administer­ 
ed what hetermcd*a robuko against» tho 
effort to detract fro, mthe dignity of the 
courts. 
He, summed up Littlefield's ob­ 
jection to bo- that opposed*.to destroying 
New England enterprises, which ho (Lit­ 
tlefield) admitted • wero. built, üp through 
'.discrimination against tho south. In this 
connection he showed tho immense strides 
'o f tlio coton spinning industry 
in tho 
"S<jj£th., Touching upon, tho*'construction 
of'words, which hadbeen^m ndea point 
of opposition, liepburn deelnrbd^tlie utter 
futility of getting legislatives .unanimity 
on-that point.* Ho .assertoi^not^a mem- 
hçv > of tho houso could writ© a twenty, 
word sentence that would pot be.capable 
of two constructions, "Youdoubtless havo 
heard tho story of tho llttlo girl whoso 
people woro to move to Missouri, and who 
prayed, .'Good byo,. God; wo aro going'to 
move to Missouri. (Laughter). 1-tor broth- 
or heard hoV'and In his Joy at the pros­ 
pect of travel amended tho prayer in this 
•way: 
‘Good, by God, wo aro going to 
■ move to Missouri.? ". 
(Prplonged laugh 
tor).

- Itephurn dissected tho bill 'Sulzor had 
Introduced, and advocated, with tho con­ 
clusion.it accomplished nothing, Hepburn 
then wont,through the bill, pointing out, 
its provisions. Ho was questioned oiosely 
■'by Shirley, pf Kentucky, and Sullivan, of 
. Massachusots, regarding tho right of tho 
carrier to got into tho courte. IIo main­ 
tained no court rights -word lost-under, 
tho bill. ' IIo concludod ’with expression 
of tho hopo that .tho bill.would bo sont to 
tlio sonnto without amendmont. .Hep-' 
burn concluded at i, o’clock, ,bu task ed at 
onco for tho rending of l,ho bill. Gros- 
vonpr, of Ohio, Btatod ho had rcconBld- 
orod his Intention io offer an amendment 
prohibitIng rnllrond officials from owning 
Industrial properties atyng tho IlnOs'of 
their roads.

An amendment was presented by Un­ 
derwood, of Alabama, extending régula-, 
tions of!the existing laws and tho.pro­ 
posed bill to express "companies. 
, 


Hepburn declined to discuss this matter. 
Ho had stated, ho said, ,tho reason, why 
tho amendment ought .not bô adopted 
Townsend mado tho statement that'tho 
bill really Included express companies, and 
Pullman cars under tho language, ‘‘In­ 
strumentalities’.’ of traffic. 
Tho amend 
ment was defeated, 119 to 146. 


Among other amendments donatediwere: 


Dy Steenerson, of Minnesota, to lncludo j 
express companies; by Stephens, of Texas, 
to add postal cars and terminal facilities; 
by Hardwiclt, of Georgia, to Include sleep­ 
ing cars; Shackleford, of Missouri, to add 
a ‘‘long and short haul clause"; by Prince, 
of Illinois, to require all roads, after 1010, 
to own enrs run over tholr roads; Shdp- 
pard, of Texas, to Include carriers''wholly 
by water"; James, of Kentucky, to re­ 
quire reports overy six months; Lamar, of 
Florida, to relieve Pennsylvania from tho 
coal trust; W. A. Smith, of Michigan, re- 
qulrlng redemption of mileage books; by 
Hardwick, of Georgia, Including telegraph 
and telephone companies; Clayton, of Ala­ 
bama, to give rato cases procedcnco In the- 
courts; Stanley, of Kentucky, to strike 
out the word "knowingly" In definite vio­ 
lation of tho law; Shackleford, of Mis­ 
souri, several amendments 
for freight 
classification; Sullivan, of Massachusetts, 
and lay ton, of Alabama, regarding ap­ 
peals to courts; Sibley, of Pennsylvania, 
to increase salaries of commissioners to 
$12,000 a year; James, of Kentucky, mak­ 
ing It a felony for railroad officials to 
mako campaign contributions. 


Tho anti-pass amendment by Gaines, of 
Tennessee, caused some amusement, as 
palnes Insisted on discussing its merits 
and was continuously applauded. 
"You 
must all havo passes In your pockets," 
ho ejaculated, shaking his finger toward 
tho Republican Bide. Tho amendment was 
defeated, 50 to 137. 


Sulzer, of New York, offered his bill as 
an amendment, but It* went out on a 
point of order ¿hat it was GuO, when all 
amendments woro disposed of and tho 
bill was reported to the house exactly as 
It camo from Hepburn’s committee. 


Gaines pursued his anti-pass cahtpalgn 
further by endeavoring to recommit tho 
bill to tho committo with Instructions to 
report his amendmont on it. This failed, 
Roll- ball was obtained on passage of tho 
bill. Just as It was about to begin the 
house adjourned on motion of Hepburn 
until to morrow.

TOO MVOB BED TAPE 


Canal Building iM^Oussed by 
Former Chief Engineer Wal­ 
lace Before Committee. 


Lack of Harmony Among Bern 
ooratlc 
Senators—Action of 
Recent Caucus the Subject for 
Discussion« 


Washington, Feb. 7.-T o day for tho 
first time In years tho senate chamber 
*■ 
was mado tho sceno of an effort to ad­ 
minister party disciplino to a member of 
that body, and tho occurrence was ono 
of so many dramatic details that the* 
many witnesses will not soon forget tt. 
Patterson was tho subject of tho effort 
and Balloy, to whom, In tho absenco of 
Gorman, the Democratic leadership is con­ 
cedo, was tho Instrument of his party in 
tho Incident. 
Tho proceeding aroso In 
connection ■with consideration of Patter­ 
son’s resolution of remonstrance agalrlst 
tho caucus action on treaties with for­ 
eign nations. 


Tlio Colorado senator to day called up 
his resolution Immediately after conclus­ 
ion of tho routlno morning business and 
addressed tho senate upon It. The facts 
concerning tho caucus proceedings of Sat­ 
urday and his withdrawal from tho cau­ 
cus wore fresh In tho minds of tho sena­ 
tors. Patterson's * speech was in tllo main 
an elaboration of his resolutions and ho 
contended stoutly for tho right of a son- 
ator to follow tho díctalos of his own 
conscience rather than tho demands of 
his party in all matters regarding which 
tho two may bo In conflict. 


It was not until after ho had conclud­ 
ed that tho proceedings took on an air of 
intensity and excitement. Bailey, as well 
as most members of his party had Inter 
prctod Patterson’s resolutions os a do 
liberate reflection upon tho Democratic 
ftaucus and from tho moment Bailey arose 
ho assumed an aggressive a.nd somewhat 
flaunting manner * toward tho Colorado 
nonato t*. His specch was based upon tho 
theory that all senators aro under ob­ 
ligations to obey their conselcnc© rather 
than tho caucus, but that In doing- no 
they antagonize their party and should 
.hold themselves responsible to their par 
ty; but the spereh was moro notable for 
Its araignmcnVof Patterson for his courso 
than for Its adherence to any llrto of ar­ 
gument. Balloy charged tho seftator' from 
Colorado with having been party to tho 
adoption in a previous caucus of, a rult 
blndlngt Detnocratlc senators to tho two- 
thirds rule. This charge and Patterson's 
response to It constituted a. most dra­ 
matic incident and feollhg throughoutethis 
seriate chamber was very Intense until the 
climax was passed. 


Po,ttefson fgiled to recall the proceed­ 
ings of the, previous caucus, but Bailey's 
colleague, Culberson, was prepared with 
a copy qf those proceedings, and when'ho 
had exhibited It Patterson said ho would 
not undertake to disputo the record. He 
was inclined at first to charge complicity 
to disparage him beforq his colleagues 
In,tho country, but afterward said ho was 
not.&o much;co^corne<i'&vor this apparent' 
Inconsistency ojv.’hisow n pHft ,• uíi^hóVwas; 
over tho offcfc^that'tlift spriné.in^of- thó.- 
matter would havo upon, tliq májn’ÍOTiio; 
which viras to exhibit to the country the 
danger thero Is in caucus dictation! *1 


Washington, Feb. T.-John Findley Wai- 
Jaco, former chief engineer of the Isth­ 
mian _ canal commission, to flay conclud­ 
ed his testimony beforo the senate cairftl 
committeo, except In delation to tho typo 
of canal, which will bo taken up after 
reports of tho board of Consulting en­ 
gineers have boon mado pitfelle. Wallace 
said the red tapo necessary to tho sys­ 
tem involved in governmental work com­ 
pelled him tp favor tho contract plan of 
building the canal in ardçr to expedite its 
completion.

Pittsburg, Pa., li'cb. t.—Delegates of dis­ 
trict No. 5, In another day of their con­ 
vention, failed to arrivo at any definite 
action upon tho method to oust President 
Dolan and Vico President Bellingham and 
modo an attempt to bolt the convention 
and oloet other officers. Tho latter move 
was frustrated by National Vico President 
Iiotvls of tho United Mino Workers of 
America, who arrived hero, this morning. 
JvCWls was rtlnpatohed hero by President 
Mitchell upon receipts of appeals by tele­ 
graph from some of tho delegato» to tho 
loeal convention. 


To clay’s meeting, Ulto the three preced­ 
ing, was one of disorder and bitterness. 
Repented resolutions In one form and an­ 
other were offered, nil havlpg for their 
object tho removal of Dolan and Belling­ 
ham, and wero refused recognition by 
thè chair. A resolution from eight locals 
of tho districts "wris also presented, call­ 
ing p t tho officers’ removal and theac, 
too, woro refused recognition. 


Lewis remained passivo at the conven­ 
tion until cries to bolt tho convention wero 
raised, and then In a brief speech ho 
urged moderation and asked for delay 
until ho hoard again from Mitchell. Tho 
convention accepted his ad vico and ad 
journod until to morrow. Lowls »aid to a 
roprosentallvo of tho Associated Press to 
night that ho had received instructions 
from President Mitcholl liow to deal with 
thè, controversy of tho miners In Pitts 
burg district No. 5, but hod sent for fur­ 
ther and clearer .statements.

In view of tho recent opinion of 
Attornriy Gcai^ral' Stead to the ef- 
fi»ct thtit members of the stijLte board 
of health, were, under tho law, entit- 
Icil to no pay per diem for services' 
rendered in rating exam ination pnf)- 
ers and in making sanitary investi- 
irations, and tliat if they had been 
drawing sui'h pay, they had done ir 
In violationi of the law. 
Tho board 


ill probably take tho m atter into 
the courts and fight for the last cent. 
D r. ,T. A. Egan, secretary of the state 
board of health, made the following 
statem ent: 


“For tho past fourteen years, the 
members of tho state board of health, 
xclusive of tho secretary, liavo been 
paid a per diem fo r’timo actually em­ 
ployed in the investigation of medical 
colleges and in duties in connection 
with tho enforcem ent of tho medical 
practice acts. The members have also 
been paid for rating examinnition 
papers. The paym ents have been mado 
out of the funds rccoived in the en­ 
forcement of tho medical 
practice 
acts of 1S87 and 1800. 


“The law creating tho state board 
of health in force Ju ly 1 1877 (known 
as tho sanitary act), provides th at the 
other members of tho board shall re­ 
ceive no compensation for thoir ser- 
\aces. The attorneys of tho board of 
health havo^for several years past 
ruled th a t prohibition in the sanitary 
act of iS77, did not app9,v to services 
necessarily perform ed under the med­ 
ical acts of 18ST and* 1899, and the 
members havo been govemed by this 
ruling up to the end of 1905.”
